ORGAN, the rallier, w ith h it 
whole band of rough riders, 
w as in the heart of Ken­ 
tucky the middle of July, 
1862. 
His safety lay in 
stampeding the Federal forces in the 
region where he rode. 
The hentl<]Dar­ 
ters of the enemy were at Louisville, on 
the Ohio. Cincinnati, ail o on the Ohio 
and IOO miles northeast of Louisville, 
contained a strong garrison aud could 
easily summon help from the east aud 
north. The city of Lexington, seventy- 
live miles oast of Louisville and the 
same distance south of Cincinnati, w as 
also an im portant Federal arm y post. 
With but a thousand sabers a t Ills 
back and enemies numbering tens of 
thousands having quick connections by 
rail and telegraph, M organ's game w ith 
respect to the three large cities w as to 
threaten all and tackle none. 
Four 
days after be entered the state he was 
in Lebanon, only one day’s gallop from 
either Lexington or Louisville. 
He 
took possession of the telegraph and 
Intercepted a dispatch from the Fed­ 
eral commander a t Louisville to the 
commander a t Lebanon stating th at a 
regiment w as on the way by train to 
re enforce the garrison at Lebanon. 
Morgan already hail the garrison pris­ 
oners and promptly sent out a detach­ 
m ent to burn the railroad bridge ahead 
of the speeding regiment. 
Lebanon w as filled with arm y stores, 
and after cutting off the approaching 
foe Morgan leisurely burned all th at 
be didn’t have use for, buildings, wag­ 
ons ai>d ammunition, besides many 
thousand stand of arms. 
In the stock 
he round 2,000 Yankee sabers and told 
his troopers to help themselves, for 
new blades were very scarce In the 
Confederacy. 
There was a big heap 
to pick from, and every one of tho 
band took w hat suited his fancy and 
rode awuy from Lebanon w ith an ex­ 
tra sword strapped to his saddlebow. 
From Lebanon the raiders rode to­ 
w ard Lexington, at the same tim e 
threatening Frankfort, an im portant 
point on the road to Louisville. Every 
day the cavalcade picked up a strag­ 
gling Federal officer or small detach­ 
ment of K entucky Horae guards. The 
prisoners w ere paroled at the conven­ 
ient time and set free w ith some story 
as 
to 
Morgan’s 
movements 
which 
would deceive the enemy. 
At H arrodsburg the raiders had a 
hearty reception by the citizens. 
The 
entire populace turned out to welcome 
the Kentucky braves. Galloping north 
from H arrodsburg, Morgan halted at 
Lawrenceburg, 
tw enty 
miles 
from 
Frankfort, and w aited until his spies 
brought 
word of the 
situation 
in 
F ra n k fo rt 
There were 2,(XKI or d.OOu 
Yankees there, and the raiders turned 
east tow ard Lexington. 
In their p ath ­ 
way lay the bridgeless K entucky riv­ 
er. The only ferryboat in the vicinity 
bad been sunk by the Home guard, 
but the raiders fished it out of the w a­ 
ter and crossed over in the night w ith­ 
out being discovered. 
D ashing on to Versailles, 
fifteen 
miles from Lexington, the raiders cap­ 
tured 300 arm y horses belonging to 
the enemy. At the village of Midway 
Operator Ellsw orth read the passing 
dispatches and learned th at a train 
w ith tw o regim ents of Federals was 
about due a t th at point. 
Morgan 
quickly toro up the track and lasted 
bls men and guns to give the train a 
reception, but w as cheated of his prey 
by an alarm sent into the lines which 
turned tile train back to F ran k fo rt 
A 
dispatch to Midway from Lexington 
asking if the road was safe to send 
a trainload of troops forw ard w as 
read by Ellsworth, who at M organ's 
dictation answered, “No sign of Mor­ 
gan here.” 
The train got the alarm 
and didn’t venture to Midway. 
Numerous dispatches between the 
Federal General W ard at Lexington 
and General Finnel at F rankfort about 
Morgan passed into Ellsw orth’s ear 
and then Into Morgan’s. Ile knew ju st 
where his enemies were and, being 
headed for Georgetown, near Lexing­ 
ton, had Ellsworth forw ard another 
misleading telegram . 
This inform ed 
the Federals th at Morgan had passed 
Midway and gone tow ard Frankfort. 
Georgetown gave the raiders anoth­ 
er enthusiastic welcome, aud they ta r­ 
ried two days. 
But the time w as not 
passed in rollicking. 
Morgan picked 
up and drilled new recruits for his bat­ 
talions and also destroyed the track 
and stone bridges between Frankfort 
and Lexington and northw ard from 
Lexington tow ard Cincinnati. 
Before 
setting out he sent bogus dispatches 
through Ellsw orth to the Federals a t 
Lexington saying that M organ’s pick­ 
ets were skirm ishing near Frankfort. 
Two companies of the raiders then gal­ 
loped on to the outskirts of Lexington 
In an opposite direction and opened 
fire, while Morgan and the maiu body 
of troopers dashed northw ard and 
struck Cynthiana, thirty miles above 
Lexington, on the road to Cincinnati. 
C ynthiana w as well garrisoned by cav­ 
alry, infantry and artillery. 
Sending 
his T exas squadron around to the 
right and another regim ent to the ene­ 
my’s rear, Morgan advanced the K en­ 
tuckians boldly up the main street. 
The Federal soldiers resisted at 
points, and it took an hour and a half 
of desperate fighting to carry the town- 
Colonel Landrum and his officers .ani* 
men of the Eighteenth K entucky Home, 
guard stood out against heavy odds. 
Vtejmdram defended him self w ith his 
9 ***'*. . I • 
, « a a r 
down an aid of Morea ii 
Mature him. 
Ct 
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(Jaded and believed th at Mor- 
*,, id more than that, but some 
thrown into the river, 
li^ ji was the farthest point 
nortlJebuched by Morgan. 
He turned 
baekvifrom there tow ard Lexington

The military authorities at 
L o w v ille and Cincinnati w ere wiring 
in iii I directions for nid to cut off the 
raiders, every general lam enting th at 
his orders were not tarried out and 
Morgan still loose in Kentucky. 
J he 
raiders had been at their work a week 
w ithout molding opposition worthy the 
name. 
B ut Morgan had hnd enough, 
and the next thing in the bold game 
w as to get out of Kentucky. 
To ride out of K entucky after raid­ 
ing a week in the heart of it ought to 
have been tirade impossible for Mor­ 
gan, but it w as not. 
n e set his face 
tow ard the very track by which he 
had entered the state and reached it 
w ithout a battle. 
Leaving Cynthiana. 
he rode bock on tile Lexington road to 
Paris, which surrendered w ithout a 
st niggle. 
H alting there for the night, 
he struck southward, leaving Lexing­ 
ton to the west of his route, aud rode 
Into Richmond on tile 20th of July. He 
w as then far to the on Ft of the region 
of his most daring exploits, and th© 
Federals w ere looking for him every* 
whorc excepting the point where he 
really was. 
Through Ellsworth, how­ 
ever, he learned from tho .'ires th a t 
large columns of cavalry were follow­ 
ing on his trail and rode on to Crab 
Orchard. 
At Crab Orchard Ellsw orth once 
more 
m anipulated 
tho 
wires. 
He 
le a rn e d Hie exact location of every 
body of Federal troops and wound up 
tho exploit by counterm anding in tho. 
nam e of General Boyle, a t Louisville, 
every order for the pursuit of Morgan 
th at had been given. 
One message 
passed over the line w arning th** oper­ 
ators th a t George Ellsworth, the clever 
"rebel,” w as on the line In Kentucky. 
The tow n of Somerset, tell ml lea 
north of the Cumberland, w as the last 
halt of the raiders. 
The place bad 
been used as a storehouse for the Fed­ 
eral arm y, but no garrison was on 
hand to defend it. 
A fter taking new 
outfits of blankets, shoes and other 
clothing the raiders set fire to the 
leavings and watched them burn. Mor­ 
gan w as happy, 
lie had ridden 1,000 
miles through the Blue G rass State 
and picked up several hundred crack 
soldiers to till his rauks. 
The enemy 
had been whipped at every encounter, 
his generals outw itted and the hope* 
of the southern sym pathizers in Ken­ 
tucky fired anew.

ORGAN, the raider, with his 
whole band of rough riders, 
was in the heart of Ken­ 
tucky the middle of July, 
1SG2. 
His safety lay in 
stampeding the Federal forces in the 
region where he rode. The headquar­ 
ters of the enemy were at Louisville, on 
the Ohio. Cincinnati, 
on the Ohio 
and IOO miles northeast of Louisville, 
contained a strong garrison aud could 
easily summon help from the east and 
north. The city of Lexington, seventy- 
five miles east of Louisville and the 
same distance south of Cincinnati, was 
also an important Federal army post. 
With but a thousand sabers at his 
back and enemies numbering tens of 
thousands having quick connections by 
rail and telegraph, Morgan’s game with 
respect to the three large cities was to 
threaten all and tackle none. 
Four 
days after he entered the state he was 
in Lebanon, only one day’s gallop from 
either Lexington or Louisville. 
He 
took possession of the telegraph aud 
intercepted a dispatch from the Fed­ 
eral commander at L o u isv ille to tho 
commander at Lebanon stating that a 
regiment was on the way by train to 
re-enforce the garrison at Lebanon. 
Morgan already had the garrison pris­ 
oners and promptly sent out a detach­ 
ment to bum the refired bridge ahead 
of the speeding regiment.

thousand stand of arms. In the stock 
he round 2,000 Yankee sabers and told 
his troopers to help themselves, for 
new blades were very scarce in the 
Confederacy. 
There was a big heap 
to pick from, and every one of the 
band took what suited his fancy and 
rode away from Lebanon with an ex­ 
tra sword strapped to his saddlebow. 
From Lebanon the raiders rode to­ 
ward Lexington, at the same time 
threatening Frankfort, an important 
point on the road to Louisville. Every 
day the cavalcade picked up a strag­ 
gling Federal officer or small detach­ 
ment of Kentucky Home guards. The 
prisoners were paroled at the conven­ 
ient time and set free with some story 
as to 
Morgan’s movements which 
would deceive the enemy. 
At Harrodsburg the raiders had a 
hearty reception by the citizens. The 
entire populace turned out to welcome 
the Kentucky braves. Galloping north 
from Harrodsburg, Morgan halted at 
Lawrenceburg, 
twenty 
miles 
from 
Frankfort, and waited until his spies 
brought word of the situation in 
Frankfort. 
There were 2,000 or 5,000 
Yankees there, and the raiders turned 
east toward Lexington. In their path­ 
way lay the bridgeless Kentucky riv­ 
er. The only ferryboat in the vicinity 
had been sunk by the Home guard, 
but the raiders fished it out of the wa­ 
ter aud crossed over in the night with­ 
out being discovered. 
Dashing on to Versailles, fifteen 
miles from Lexington, the raiders cap­ 
tured 300 army horses belonging to 
the enemy. At the village of Midway 
Operator Ellsworth read the passing 
dispatches and learned that a train 
with two regiments of Federals was 
about due at that point. 
Morgan 
quickly tore up the track and posted 
bls men und guns to give the train a 
reception, but was cheated of his prey 
by an alarm sent into the lines which 
turned the train back to Frankfort A 
dispatch to Midway from Lexington 
asking if the road was safe to send 
a trainload of troops forward was 
read by Ellsworth, who at Morgan-’s 
dictation answered, “No sign of Mor­ 
gan here.” 
The train got the alarm 
and didn’t venture to Midway. 
Numerous dispatches between the 
Federal General Ward at Lexington 
and General Finnel ut Frankfort a bout 
Morgan passed into Ellsworth’s ear 
and then into Morgan’s. He knew Just 
where his enemies were and, being 
beaded for Georgetown, near Lexing­ 
ton, had Ellsworth forward another 
misleading telegram. 
This Informed 
the Federals that Morgan had passed 
Midway aud gone toward Frankfort. 
Georgetown gave the raiders anoth­ 
er enthusiastic welcome, and they tar­ 
ried two days. But the time was not 
passed in rollicking. 
Morgan picked 
up and drilled new recruits for his bat­ 
talions and also destroyed the track 
and stone bridges between Frankfort 
and Lexington and northward from 
Lexington toward Cincinnati. 
Before 
setting out he sent bogus dispatches 
through Ellsworth to the Federals at 
Lexington saying that Morgan’s pick­ 
ets were skirmishing near Frankfort. 
Two companies of the raiders then gal­ 
loped on to the outskirts of Lexington 
in an opposite direction and opened 
fire, while Morgan and the malu body 
of troopers (lashed northward and 
struck Cynthiana, thirty miles above 
Lexington, on the road to ,Cincinnati.

The military authorities at 
Low ville and Cincinnati were wiring 
in dll directions for aid to cut off the 
raiders, every general lamenting that 
his orders were not carried out and 
Morgan still loose in Kentucky. 
The 
raiders had been at their work a week 
without meeting opposition worthy the 
name. 
But Morgan had had enough, 
and the next thing in the bold game 
was to get out of Kentucky, 
To ride out of Kentucky after raid­ 
ing a week in the heart of it ought to 
have been made impossible for Mor­ 
gan, but it was not.
